AMERICANS FEAR 
BRITISH DEFAULT 
ON JUNE PAYMENT 


Commons May Be Asked 
to Decide Delicate Ques- 
tion After U. S. Refuses 
10 Per Cent Offer.

Hot on the heels of Prime Minister 
MaeDonald’s demand before the world 
economic conference for the immediate | 
settlement of the war debts question, 
the cabinet met in an emergency meet- 
ing shortly before midnight tonight to 
deal with the problem of what to do) 
about the installment due to the Unit- 
'ed States on Thursday. 

At the same time it was revealed 
by a high French official that Great 

Brivain had tentatively offered to pay | 

the United States 10 per cent of the 
amount due, but that this proposal 
was rejected by the Washington gov- 
erninenft. 

| The 10 per cent offer corresponds 
with the basis of settlement on Ger- 
man reparations payments which was 
arranged by the Lausanne conference 
last July, and thus agreed with Mr. 

MacDonald's declaration before _ the 

plenary conference today that the 

ausanne settlement must be “com- 

pleted.” 

Introduction of the debt issue,

LONDON, Jun 12.—C)—The burn- 
ing issues of war debts and dollar 
stabilization threatened to start flames 
of controversy today as the world 
economic conference convened here in 
the mightiest effort in history to im- 


world. 

Prime Minister Ramsay MacDon- 
ald. of Great Britain, in his opening 
address as president of the conclave 
asserted that recovery was impossible 
without a settlement of the debt prob- 
lem. 

This statement provoked some con- 
sternation in American quarters in 
view of tbe reiterations from the 
White House and by the chief of the 
United States delegation, Cordell Hull, 
secretary of state, and his colleagues 
that debts would be taboo at the 
conference. 

Mr. MacDonald acknowledged that 
debts could not be considered at the 
conference but he declared that this 
/ question must receive prompt atten- 
tion by the nations concerned and set- 
tled “once and for all,” to complete 
the work of the Lausanne repara- 
tions parley last summer. 

Wants Concurrent Dealing. 

Delegates regarded this pronounce- 


debts concurrently with the work of 
the conference, 

Meauwhile financial experts and 
central banking officials of the United 
States, Gredt Britain and France |a- 
bored in secret session at the British 
treasury on plans for currency sta- 
bilization, which the French delega- 
plished to some degree before other 
achievements are possible. 

The Americans, however, assert 
that no fixing of the level of the 
dollar will be permitted which might 
react unfavorably upon the internal 
program in the United States for lift- 
ing prices, 

Nevertheless, Secretary Hull after 
the opening session regarded the start 
as auspicious and prepared to make 
his first address when the meeting is 
opened to general debate tomorrow. 

It was announced tonight that Pre- 
mier Daladier, of France. would follow 
Hull in addressing the delegates, 
and this was interpreted as a clear 
indication that the conference will get 
down to brass tacks at once, in view

Let me*repeat once again that banks are not only willingébut anxious to lend money.

When the borrower posts collateral, generally stocks or bonds, such security is naturally 
subject to market fluctuations. Consequently there must be value beyond the amount of the loan, to 
take care of any downward change. The amount of this margin is determined in some measure by 
the character of the security. A highly speculative stock may change very radically—a more stable 
bond will require less margin. 


Sometimes a man will post a thousand dollar bond as collateral for a three hundred 
dollar loan. Later he foolishly remarks to a friend—“I put up $1,000 to get $300 at the bank today.” 
True, he did, but not because the bank required it. Rather it was because that was the smallest unit 
which he had, to use as security. 

It is a pity that people will indulge in foolish talk which does nobody any good. Meet 


your banker half way and you will find him a real human being more than anxious to help, if 
he can. To him the success of the customer is the success of the bank.

VALDOSTA, Ga., June 12.—()— 
Curing of South Georgia’s bright leaf 
tobacco crop has already begun and 
within a fortnight smoke will be 
curling from the stacks of scores of 
barns in this section. 

Some farmers over the Georgia belt 
have already fired their barns and 
tobacco curing is under way. 

Others will begin this week. 

Growers and ‘their families and 
“hands” are going to the fields now, 
_gathering the lower leaves, or “sand 

lugs” of the plants. the leaves are car- 
ried to the tying shed beside the cur- 
ing barn. There, they are tied in 
' bunches of three or more and hung 
'on poles. 

As each pole is filled, it is carried 
into the barn and placed on racks,

is built in the furnace, or pit, and the 
curing has begun.

‘barn retain the heat, which circulates
